FTER exactly forty years of wandering in the wilderness of 
congressional indifference, the Susan B. Anthony Federal 
Woman-Suftrage Amendment, first introduced in the Unit- 
ed States senate on January 10, 1878, was passed by the 
house of representatives on January 10, 1918. Though the suf- 
frage Jordan is thus crossed, the Promised Land is still to be con- 
quered, but. the suffragists expect the action of the house and the 
approval of President Wilson to bring victory for the amendment 
in the senate, while the twelve suffrage states are expected to set 
a good example when the time comes for ratification by the states. 
Some suffrage leaders expect to see ratification completed inside 
of two years, so that women will vote throughout the United States 
in the presidential election of 1920. The suffragists have all the 
time they want, for, unlike the prohibition amendment, the suf- 
frage amendment carries no time limit for ratification. 

That woman suffrage is but a ‘‘piffling and subminor matter in 
the presence of war and world-problems’’ is the assertion of the 
antisuffrage New York Times. But woman-suffrage advocates of 
both sexes and editors friendly to the cause agree that the passage 
of the amendment by the house of representatives is an important 
event in the history of American democrary. Miss Jeannette Ran- 
kin, congressman from Montana, calls January 10 the ‘‘indepen- 
dence day fur the women of America.’’ The victory means, in her 
opinion, ‘‘that the women of the world who look to America for 
leadership and democracy will soon be enfranchised also.’’ Mrs. 
Harriet Stanton Blatch, president of the Women’s Political Union, 
holds it full of meaning that ‘‘this mighty struggle for self-govern- 
ment should be consummated just now.’’ To her ‘‘it is an augury 
for the victorious end of the war against autocracy abroad.’’ For 
‘‘we now fight with clean hands and clean consciences for de- 
moeracy,’’ and ‘‘with American women standing free and grate- 
ful beside them, our men cannot fail to attain a victorious peace.’’

Equally as important as caring for his existing stocks of food, he 
can plan wisely a production program for the years ahead, suf- 
ficient to fill his own wants and to supplement the war depleted 
output of his companions in arms. 
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Chaffey Union High School is planning a new 
course, to begin Monday, February 14th. This 


course is designed for fellows over fourteen 


years of age, who are working on the farm, or 
who expect to become farmers, but do not plan 
on going to the University. 

The course will be divided into two distinct 
parts; the academic and the vocational. Each 
of these will occupy approximately one-half of 
each day, the academic portion taking up the 


morning, leaving the afternoon free for the 


vocational. 

There will be three morning courses: a course 
in Rural English, which will give an insight 
into some of the finer pieces of English Lit- 
erature dealing with farm life and the out-of- 
doors; the Composition portion of the course 
will derive its material very largely from Gov- 
ernment Bulletins dealing with different prob- 
lems of farm life. Farm mathematics will in- 
clude those elements of Arithmetic, Algebra, 
teometry, Surveying and Bookkeeping that are 
essentially suitable from the standpoint of the 
practical farmer. The course in Farm Science 
will give some insight into those aspects of the 
different sciences that have essentially to do 
with crop production, 

The afternoons will be kept free for actual 
work on the students’ farms. It will be ex- 
pected that they will have a piece of ground 
large enough to keep them busy and that they 
will handle their ground according to a program 
which has been carefully worked out before- 
hand. For example: it may be decided to raise 
a crop of sweet potatoes, of black-eye beans, of 
Irish potatoes, or one of the grain sorghums; 


or students may wish to take charge of a 
definite acreage of orchard; these students 
being responsible for the spraying, plowing, 


thinning, cultivating, and other details in its 
management; or they may wish to have a cer- 
tain crop and in addition raise a few pigs or be 
responsible for the care of a given number of 
cows. The point is that that portion of the 
course which deals distinctly with farm work 
can be left very largely to the students’ own 
initiative; but they will be expected to keep a 
careful set of books, and to make use whenever 
possible of any of the ideas which they receive 
in the academic portion of their course.

FARM MATHEMATICS 


FOREWORD 

The outline of work given below suggests the 
possibilities of this course. The first year’s 
work can be followed by a second, third, and 
fourth year where students continue in school; 
by this plan it will be feasible to give a thor- 
ough course in General Mathematics.

The order in which the subjects will be 
treated will be determined largely by the in- 
dividual needs and capacities of the students. 
The work will begin with Farm Accounting and 
continue with the needful branches of Arithme- 
tic. The mapping of ground, the study of Geo- 
metric construction, the study of Irrigation 
problems, of crops, prices, etc., will furnish 
material for the application of the above outline 
to farm conditions. 


FARM MECHANICS 


The work in Farm Mechanics is a part of the 
student’s project work, and will consist of such 
practical work as will be of most service to 
each individual taking the course. In fact, one 
of the fundamental ideas in all the work is that 
the circumstances and needs of each student 
shall be considered, rather than those of the 
class aS a class. The work will be selected 
from such subjects as farm concrete and cement 
work, pipe fitting, plumbing, the care and repair 
of buildings and tools, steam and gas engines, 
repair of automobiles, simple carpentry. Each 
student must devote at least three hours each 
week, or their equivalent, to this type of work. 
Most of this work will be done in the Chaffey 
shops. It will be possible to arrange to do a 
part of the work at home, where satisfactory 
arrangements are made beforehand. 


PROJECT WORK 


The Project Work must represent the 
student’s own work on his own piece of land. 
This piece of land must be large enough, con- 
sidering the crop raised, to make the project 
a commercial proposition. This land may be 
leased by the student for a length of time neces- 
sary to complete the growing and harvesting of 
the crop. During this time the land is to be 
considered absolutely as his own, and the crop 
raised must represent his own thought and 
effort. He may rent teams and implements, and 
employ labor. He must also market the prod- 
uct, keeping a full record of all transactions 
from the beginning, this record to include his 
own time at a valuation to be decided upon in 
conference with the instructor. 

The system of accounts worked out in the 
Farm Arithmetic course will furnish a guide for 
the method of account keeping to be used in 
this part of the work. Other phases of the 
academic work will derive their material from 
this project. 
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FARM SCIENCE 


For example, many of the bulletins studied in 
the English course will deal with the particul ir 
crop the student is raising, and it will be ex- 
pected that any practicable ideas derived from 
the bulletins in question will be given actual 
trial in the field. Again, many of the problems 
in arithmetic will be derived from. the same 
source; for here, again, the emphasis will be 
placed on the work of the individual rather 
than that of the class.

It will be possible for the student to choose 
either one of two courses under this head. One 
will deal with the sciences in general, pointing 
out the relations of the different sciences to 
the business of farming. The other course will 
deal more particularly with the subject of fruit 
raising, and will be adapted to those students 
whose project work will consist of this kind of 
work.

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“THE JUNE DROP”: 


Sometime ago, in conversation with 
Dr. J. Eliot Coit, he referred to in- 
vestigations which he and his as- 
sistants were making in regard to 
a fungus which he believed to be 
the cause, in part at least, of the 
ordinary June drop. These investi- 
gations have now been carried near 
enough to conclusion to justify pub- 
lication of a bulletin which, as not- 
ed in Dr. Coit’s letter following, will 
be issued sometime during the pres- 
ent month. Dr. Coit’s letter was 
brought out because of requests for 
information by Horticultural Com- 
misisoner Collins of Tulare county. 
‘Dr. Coit writes: 

“While it will be several years, 
no doubt, before this investigation 
is completed in all its phases, still 
we feel that inasmuch as the causes 
of the trouble and the nature of 
the phenomena appear to have been 
uncovered, a progress report is war- 
ranted. A bulletin giving a brief 
digest of the situation is now in 
‘press. 

“You may be interested to know 
that a second year’s work has 
brought out the fact that the fungus, | 
Alternaria citri, as previously re- | 
ported is not the only cause of drop. 
1t has been found that much of the 
early dropping is cuased by water 
deficits in the fruits caused by the 
climatic conditions. There is a good 
deal of overlapping of those two 
causes. Many of the fruits whicn 
fall early from climatic conditions 
are infected with the fungus and 
-would have fallen later from that, 
cause. 

“Investigations of the distribution 
and nature of the fungus have shown 
that honey bees do not appreciably 
increase the amount of infection. It 
is also shown that the mode of in- 
fection is a serious hindrance to 
successful intervention by means of 
fungicible sprays. We are led to 
conclude therefore that spraying with 
fungicides alone can hardly accom- 
plish enough good to pay for the ma- 
terials and labor. We believe that 
while June drop cannot be eliminat- 
ed entirely on account of the im- 
practicability of controlling the 
weather; still it may be quite pos-

ditions as to secure a marked in- 
crease in crop and greater profits. 
Suggestion as to how this may be 
accomplished are made in the bul- 
letin referred to above which we 
hope may be ready for distribution 
some time in January.” 

In addition we have read interest- 
ing notes made by Dr. Ford A. Car- 
penter of the Los Angeles station of 
the United States weather bureau. 
Dr, Carpenter made extensive inves- 
tigations following the hot wave of 
last June which removed probably 
75 per cent of the usual navel crop 
from the trees. Dr. Carpenter goes 
at some length into the contributing 
causes of hot waves in which he 
says: 

“In the late spring, summer, and 
early fall when highs cover the 
North Pacific states and plateau re- 
gion, light to moderate north to east 
winds prevail over California, and the 
cool ocean influences are checked or 
held back. The sky is clear and in- 
solation ig great, and the air is heat-| 
ed dynamically in moving down the 
mountain slopes, causing very high | 
temperatures in the valleys and 
coast sections. When these condi- 
tions are very marked they produce 
hot waves.” 

“Summarizing his investigations in 
a short paragraph. he adds: 

“Summarizing the effect of the hot 
wave on farm products it is gener- 
ally conceded that the most serious 
loss will be the navel orange ¢rop, 
which in some sections is almost 4 
complete loss. Other varieties of 
oranges were not seriously damaged. | 
Lemons were injured in instances | 
where a considerable amount of ma- | 
ture fruit was on the trees. Much | 
of such fruit was burned while hang- 
ing on the trees. Fortunately the} 
greater part of the lemon crop had 
been picked prior to the period of 
great heat, so the damage loss is 
confined to autumn lemons. In this 
connection it may be remarked that 
lemon trees are continually in blos- 
gom, bud, and fruit. The citrus trees, 
as such, were not injured. Walnuts | 
had a splendid setting prior to the 
heat wave, and, while the loss has| 
been considerable, it is believed that | 
the net gains this season will ex: | 
ceed those of last year. Garden| 
truck withstood the heat very well; 
only early tomatoes were seared; in 
one district a crop of tomatoes val-| 
ued at $50,000 became a total loss. | 
Had the heat wave been preceded | 
by several weeks of normally warm 
weather, vegetation would ‘have ac- 
customed itself to the steadily in- 
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creasing temperature, but the sud- 
denness of the mounting tempera- 
tures and the steadiness of the driv- 
ing winds followed too closely upon 
months of cool, moist weather.”— 
California Cultivator.

PRUNING THE ORANGE TREE 
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In an address before an improve- | 
in Victoria, New 
South Wales, A. S. MacDonald gave | 
elementary points on the pruning of. 
citrus trees as it should, be followed | 
in that state. Mr. MacDonald said: 

“Pruning is a subject on which a 
great deal can be said. In giving an; 
outline I will only say keep the tree 
open in the center right from the 
start. By a system of judicious dis- 
budding and pinching out of unnec- 
essary growth pruning can be almost | 
done without for the first two or 


three years. After the tree has 
been planted and the top cut off 
(this cutting depends on the shap 


and style of the tree), only three 
branches should be allowed to grow. 
These branches should be encouraged 
to get out and up by disbudding all | 
side shoots, keeping the main one 
soing till it is from one foot to fif- 
teen inches long. Pinch the end off 
here, and allow it to fork, and then 
keep these two resulting branches go- 
ing in the same way. By doing this 
you should have at the end of the 
Season a tree with the start of six 
branches or main arms.
